it is a shame Dr. Cederquist is a woman. Otherwise, she 
might have married my wife and they certainly would have 
lived happily ever after. This would have left me a lonely 
bachelor, reading a newspaper as I ate my meals, with no kids 
fighting across the roast beef and no cats licking crumbs off 
my shoes, Under such miserable conditions I probably 
couldn't have survived more than 150 years before I died of a 
terrible ache in my side from laughing so much.

Too many Americans have 
conveniently defined drug 
abuse as the use of an illegal 
substance. This definition 
focuses attention on mari- 
juana, Ivsergie acid diethy- 
lamide (LS0%, heroin and 
other so-called “danyerous” 
drugs, Frese are obviously 
drugs that voung people use, 
so the drug abuse problem 
is equated with youth and 
their use. need and depend- 
ence on chemical substances. 
The definition ihe 
“egal” drugs, alcohol, tobacco 
and caffeine and it dors not 
distinguish between sub- 
stances or reflect dosage levels 

Alldrugs, including aspirin 
and alcohol, have ctfective 


iyiores 


toxie and lethal dosage levels.’ 


Among other variables the 
temperature, place. and 
method of administering a 
drug affect the lethal dosaye 
level; therefore, the “danger- 
ousness” or effect of a drug 
is largely a finetion of non- 
drug factors. 

When we aecept these faets 
we have a rational basis for 
discussing the other aspects 
of the drug abuse problem. 
We then realize that the term 
drug is any substance which 
by its chemical nature alters 
the structure or function of 
a living organism. and that 
abuse is that dosayve level of 
a drug which substantively 
interferes with the normal 
function of an organism to 
the extent of causing bodily 
harm. 

While this preceding dis- 
cussion is based an scientitic 
evidence, society does not nee- 
essarily function that way 
Our social approach to drugs 
is emotional and too often 
irrational. Drugs affect both 
private and public behavior 
and provoke value judgments 
about pleasure, They influ- 
ence a gamut of social, legal 
and economic interactions. 
That is where confusion he- 
gins and that is what drug 
education has to reorder, clar- 
ify and nnd solutions for.

’ al areas. The composted mater- 
ial can then be incorporated into 
the soil. 

The paper and wood products 
act as nitrate traps. The soil 
organisms demand great quan- 
tities of nitrogen to decompose 
such high carbon products. The 
resulting humus is only slowly 
decomposed, thus trapping  ni- 
trates in a form which is highly 
useful for plant growth but im- 
mobule.
